He declared that the state 
department placed not "the slight- 
est credence" in the conversations 
related in the German white book, 
and denied that the war-like at- 
titude they set forth represented 
"in any way"' the country's for- 
eign pokey.

Washington—The long-slanding feud between Secretary of the Interior 


Ickes and Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, growing out of their rivalry 
over certain important bureaus, is heating up again with the possibility 
of becoming a first-class fight within the administration. 


The trouble centers, as usual, around the forest service, a large bureau 


which has remained highly efficient in spite of the 
fact that for years it has been a football of contro- 
versy. Gifford Pinchot blasted it out of the interior 
department in the Taft administration, and ever since 
then each succeeding secretary of the interior has 
been conniving to get it back from the department of 
agriculture. And each secretary of agriculture has 
fought tooth and nail to keep it The issue has be- 
come a point of honor between the two departments. 


Another reorganization plan is being put together, 


and word is circulating that in this plan some of the 
functions of the forest service are to be taken from 
Secretary Wallace and given to Secretary Ickes. A 
transfer of the service is supposed to have been in- 
cluded in a draft reorganization order some weeks 
ago, and the rumor to that effect was sufficient to set 
off an explosion in congress.

during the last year. 


Jackson writes of Catlin as a "fresh- 


man commissioner" 
who "barged into 


commission meetings with gusto, monop- 
olized much of the commission's time with 
long dissertations on what he thought 
ought to be done. He had big ideas about 
how the department should be run, did 
Mr. Catlin." 


The

comments 


wouldn't be mentioned here except for 
the fact that his paper is described as the 
"official organ of the Wisconsin Conser- 
vation congress," and the latter is a state- 
wide group of considerable 
importance 


and influence, an affiliate of the conser- 
vation department formed to act in an 
advisory capacity on conservation rules 
and regulations. 
So we question Mr. 


Jackson's judgment in kicking up another 
departmental rumpus when we have al- 
ready had too much of such petty bick- 
ering and cat-calling, not to mention his 
comprehension of the functions of mem- 
bers of the conservation commission. 


He intimates that a "freshman com- 


missioner" should sit quietly and meekly 
at the foot of the table for a few years 
without uttering an opinion, or doing 
anything save vote aye on roll calls. 


He infers that a commissioner who 


brings to his task any ideas of how the 
big conservation department ought to be 
run is a heretic to be scorned and laughed 
out of school. 


If such a view is sound, then the leg- 


islature had better hasten to abolish the 
conservation commission 
and save the 


per diem fees and travel expense. 


For the commission was established 


precisely for the purpose of giving lay 
representatives of the public an oppor- 
tunity to incorporate the public's demands 
into the conservation department's pro- 
gram and policies. 


It was created to give the citizenry, 


through legally chosen representatives, a 
voice in the management of one of the 
departments of government which is im- 
portant to all residents of Wisconsin, a 
department which otherwise 
would be 


completely dominated by civil service em- 
ployes beyond the direct control of the 
people, who might or might not follow 
the public's wishes. 


It was not created to ratify without 


comment or discussion the proposals hand- 
ed to it by the department director and 
his career men. Its members are expect- 
ed to talk, to give and take, to thresh out 
policies in one of the most variegated 
fields of public administration with which 
we are concerned today. 


Anyone who suggests that members 


who exercise those prerogatives and du- 
ties are damaging the "prestige" of the 
commission hasn't learned, or won't, the 
real purpose of the commission, and is 
damaging its cause by his criticism. 


It is true that there has been shown 


some unusual and not entirely rational 
animosity at recent meetings of the com- 
mission. It is evident that some members 
of the department staff and the commis- 
sion don't agree on matters of policy. Per- 
sonalities have clashed. 
But Mr. Jack- 


son, as the official journalistic spokesman 
for the conservation congress isn't help- 
ing to remove the causes of such discord 
by ridiculing and attacking the men re- 
cently chosen by the governor to serve on 
the commission. Rather he is perpetua- 
ting and aggravating them. 


It is high time that the whole conser- 


vation organization buried 
its puerile 


personal quarrels and settled down to co- 
operative action on the job for which it 
was set up, and for which the public is 
paying, the conservation, multiplication 
and rehabilitation of the state's natural 
resources.

CANADA ELECTS 


Judging the Canadian election solely 


by wartime considerations, the vote has 
assured Canada of a united and compact 
government with which to carry on. Judg- 
ing it by other considerations, the outcome 
does not win complete enthusiasm, for 
in the one-sidedness of the vote there 
lurks a danger that Americans as well as 
Canadians might well contemplate. 


The result of the election amounts to 


abandonment 
of parliamentary govern- 


ment in Canada, at least for the duration 
of the war. Opposition to the govern- 
ment of Prime Minister William L. Mac- 
kenzie King was virtually wiped out. 
Even some of the prime minister's own 
supporters regret that a more effective 
minority was not left in the government 
to serve as a check—and to share respon- 
sibility. 
Now the government rests al- 


most completely in the hands of four men 
—the prime minister; Col. J. L. Ralston, 
minister of finance; Ernest LaPointe, min- 
ister of justice; and James G. Gardiner, 
minister of agriculture. They have a free 
hand. They also have a tremendous re- 
sponsibility. 


The very necessity of unifying govern- 


ment in wartime is one of the worst evils 
of war—for a democracy.

would never be yielded in peacetime be- 
comes justifiable.

Washington—The story has been told how at 


4 o'clock last Tuesday morning, while European 
aviation was chalking up new records for 
death and destruction, the far-flung airlines of 
the U. S. set a different kind of record—one full 
year of operation without a single fatality or 
serious injury.

with death, Hinckley organized the Utah-Pacific 
Airways. Its route was over some of the most 
treacherous flying terrain in'the country—the 
Rockies. But in the three years that he directed 
the line, it suffered not one fatal mishap. 


It's not strange that only a few know this. 


There are many things about the tall, hand- 
some Utahan, who will be 50 in June, that even 
his best friends don't know. He is that kind of 
man. Publicity is not his forte. But doing out- 
standing jobs definitely is. In his retiring, gen- 
ial way he has been doing them all his life. 
PILGRIM DESCENDANT 


Bob Hinckley is one of the most unusual men 


in Washington. He is a Pilgrim descendant, a 
one-time missionary, a highly successful busi- 
ness man, one of the most brilliant executives 
in the government, and an ardent New Dealer. 


One of the things that few know about him 
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the fact that history shows that powers 
once granted are difficult to reclaim. It 
is much easier for a people, either in the 
stress of emergency or through apathy, 
to give up certain rights that it is for them 
to get those rights back. That is not a 
political argument, pro or con; that is his- 
torical fact. 


The Canadian people, even as the war

In his veins flows the blood of a long line of 


religious ancestors. One of them was Thomas 
Hinckley, Puritan governor of the Plymouth 
colony from 1681 to 1692. Another was Hinck- 
ley's grandfather, Ira Hinckley, who accom- 
panied Brigham Young to Utah and became a 
pillar of the Mormon Church. 


The religious zeal of his forebears burned 


bright in young Bob. At the age of 19 he gave 
up his studies at Brigham Young University 
and accepted a call as a Mormon missionary in 
Europe. Most of his three years there was spent 
in Germany, where h_- had two experiences 
that greatly influenced his later life. 


One, in 1913, was his first airplane flight, with

Hinckley was arrested by German authorities 


for spreading the Mormon gospel. The Kaiser's 
police were outraged that a foreigner should be 
doing missionary work in the Reich and they 
jailed young Hinckley on a charge of "disturb- 
ing the peace." After a few days he was releas- 
ed on condition that he leave the country. 
AIRLINE PIONEER 


Returning to the U. S., Hinckley decided he 


was not cut out for a clerical career, and re- 
entered the university to prepare himself for 
teaching. But after two years as a high school 
instructor in Mount Pleasant, Utah, the fever 
of the motor age gripped him and he went into 
the automobile business, becoming in a few 
years one of the largest dealers in the state. 


It was a natural step for him to become in- 


terested in aviation and to envision its com- 
mercial possibilities. But others in these days 
of early planes were less optimistic. They'com- 
mended hus daring but held on to their own 
cash. 


Hinckley was undaunted. He went ahead 


alone, organized the Utah-Pacific Airways and 
made it one of the few successful pioneer air- 
lines. 


During all this lime, while immersed in his 


extensive business activities, he also was alertly 
interested in public affairs. He found time to 
serve several lerms as a liberal Democrat in 
the Utah legislature, as mayor of Mount Pleas- 
ant and as president of the Utah Municipal 
league. 


In the historic campaign of 1932, Hinckley 


was one of the leaders who put Professor Elbert 
Thomas into the field against the powerful, vet- 
eran Republican Senator Reed Smoot and de- 
feated him. This accomplishment, plus his rec- 
ord as a liberal and his success in business, 
brought Hinckley to the attention of President

His record in this post was so outstanding 


that when the CAA was created, to replace the 
chaotic bureau of air commerce, Roosevelt 
again refused to allow him to quit, and put him 
on the new agency. Six months later, when 
Chairman Edward J. Noble was elevated to un- 
der secretary of commerce, Hinckley was the 
unanimous choice to succeed him.

Washington, V. C. — Our log jam of unemployment should be scientific- 


ally attacked at the key timbers. For seven years we have been doctor- 
ing the symptoms by handouts "to distribute purchasing power." Every 
single one of these rules and subsidies, by increased taxes, debts and 
regulatory burdens, tends to increase the cost of things as fast or faster 


than it spreads the purchasing power to consume 
them. The latter effect cancels out the former. The 
result is a complete failure of fundamental improve- 
ment at a cost of billions of increased debt and taxes 
and constant undermining and destruction of the 
whole job-making machine. 


Everybody renders lip-service to the self-evident 


truth that the only answer is increased jobs by low- 
ering costs and increasing private — rather than public 
—investment, employment and production. Every- 
body talks about it but, almost every governmental 
action moves in precisely the reverse direction. 


Recently more intelligence has been applied to re- 


leasing one of the key logs in the jam— building con- 
struction. Another equally important key log is the 
railroad mess. Many railroads are over-capitalized 
until they cannot possibly earn enough to pay a fair 


return on their securities. Others are in bankruptcy. Neither class can 
attract private capital necessary to their upkeep and operation. 


There has been so much decay and so many improvements in the rail- 


road industry that if they could get that capital, the modernization of 
our railroad system would afford a very large re-employment It could 
speed up our whole economic sys- 
tem — save time and lower costs of 
everything that moves in commerce. 
This is the surest and soundest way 
to increased consumption, hence 
production, 
hence employment — 


and to farm relief. 


Senator Wheeler's bill for rail- 


road reorganization is among our 
most important pieces of legislation. 
It recognizes that some railroad 
capital structures must be "put 
through the wringer" by prompt 
and realistic court action reducing 
obligations to pay for dead horses 
of past mistakes or on values of 
property beyond their reasonable 
power to earn.

Don't talk at all. When this happens something in the boy's education 


and training has been overlooked. Instead of lecturing him which will 
be useless, burn the stuff and then take a long careful look at this boy. 
What is he like? What are his interests? What does he do? 


Boys and girls need to play hard in the open air from the time they 


are able to get about until they go to work in serious fashion. The truth 
is that our children do not get enough hard exercise to keep them in 
good physical and mental health. They do not get enough activity to 
promote their growth. 


When you find them falling back on such activities and interests as 


these bad pictures suggest, you can be fairly sure that they are not up 
to standard in height, weight and accomplishments. They are the chil- 
dren who retreat from games, refuse responsibility, are in the last quar- 
ter of the class in achievement. What to do about it is the next question. 


Don't talk about the trouble. Look away from it and you have a bet- 


ter chance to get the child to look past it. Go about the task of building 
up strong health and growth. Re- 
sistance to error, whether physical 
or mental, depends upon growth 
and development of body. Health 
is the first essential. 


Put the child on a good diet. 


Routine his day so that he gets 
his sleep, bath, food, on time. Then 
if you can manage to do so give 
him some useful work to do each 
day.

Will you please send me a couple 


of stories about wheels?" 


So writes Mathew Sotnik, a boy 


who reads our column. Since I have 
no printed leaflet on the subject, I 
think it might be a good idea today 
to go over the story of the wheel. 


No one knows when wheels were 


first made, but they were in use far 
back in the history of Egypt and 
Babylonia. In both these countries, 
ancient people had oxen or other 
beasts of burden which pulled carts. 


Olden pictures of wheels show 


that they were solid disks of wood. 
No doubt they were at first simply 
pieces sawed from tree trunks. 


Before there were wheels with 


axles, there no doubt was some use 
of logs as "rollers." la one sense 
of the word, a log roller would be 
a crude wheel. 


By and by, men learned to make 


wheels with spokes. This made a 
wheel of less weight, but with a 
great deal of strength. 


Ways were found to make wheels 


of larger diameter than any tree 
trunk which could be cut down.
